OR more than an houi a school of dolphins will race ahead 


of a steamer forging through the water at a rate bet­ 


ter than seventeen m iles an hour. 
The fish-like mannals 
seem to have not the slightest difficulty in keeping ahead 


of the ship. 
Close to the surface they swim in plain sight 


and although they are going at what seems incredible speed 


for a creature that lives in the water, not a single motion 
of the tail is perceptible— although it is doubtless the pro­ 


peller responsible for the sustained great speed. 


"To propell a body w eighing from four to six hundred 


pounds through the water at a ’rate of seventeen land miles 


an hour, a powerful engine js needed. 
And the dolphin has 


that engine in its great heart. 
A lso it has recently been dis­ 


covered that the hydrocarbons which make up a large por­ 


tion of the body of petroleum is available as a heat creating 


agent to fishes and mannals lige porpoises and dolphins. 


H um an beings cannot be nourished on petroleum or any of 


its derivatives, the digestive processes of the human interior 
being altogether insufficient to alter such substances in the 


slightest. 


"The hydrocarbons of petroleum are more productive of 


heat than are ^ordinary fats assimilable by men and perhaps 
the fact explains w hy it is that dolphins can race with ves­ 


sels for hour* at a time without betraying fatigue. 


"Zane Grey, w ho angles for swordfish a goodly part of 


the time w hen he is not writing novels, says that the heart 
of the swordfish is one of the m ost extraordinary engines 


known. 
A swordfish will battle for his life and tow boats 


miles in his efforts to escape. W ork that would tire a m am ­ 
mal quickly seem s not to fatigue the great fish although it 


be kept up for hours. 
, 


"No engine that man has ever yet contrived is as eco­ 
nomical of fuel and as prodigal of power as the heart. This 


statement applies to the human heart. 


"All m an-m ade engines are m erely crude m odels of na­ 
ture’s power plants. 
The firebox of the locom otive cor­ 
responds to the human stom ach, food to fuel in the fire­ 


box, the steam to the blood, the side and connecting rods to 


the muscles, the tires on the w heels to the feet, the exhaust 
to the act of respiration, the engineer to the brain and the 
throttle, w ith its control of m ovem ent, to the nervous sys­ 
tem by m eans of which the will telegraphs to the muscles 


of the feet and legs when' motion is desired. 


"Nature’s engine also runs by heat. 
W hile coal in a 


furnace buras by ordinary fire the coal (food) in the human 
furnace burns b y oxidation or w hat the layman calls chemi­ 
cal com bustion— although all ’combustion classes as such. 
T h e exhaled air of the lungs is equivalent to the exhaust 
from the stack of a locomotive. 
The human engine is self­ 
repairing w hile that constructed bv man must be repaired 


b y him w hen it, too, fails— as it does much oftener than 
does t h e -one m ade by nature. 


JManvr*things that nature has been doing for all the 
centuries that the world has been peopled by living things 
m an is just now slow ly learning to do. 
To the low ly cater­ 
pillar which has eaten green leaves and then through the 


chemical processes of its interior changed such material in­ 
to silken threads, later spun into a shroud in which the 
w orm undergoes a metamorphosis, belongs the title of The 
F irst Silk Maker and Spinner. 


Chem ists are not yet able to do the work of changing 
ordinary green leaves into silk w ith the same econom y and 


skill that the caterpillar displays, but, everything consider­ 
ed, they have done well. 
The ordinary wood of yesterday is 
today the rayon hose and "silk” dress of the flapper on the 
opposite seat in the subway train because of the research 
work and experimental of chemists. 
Some day the v eg ­ 
etables at the corner grocery m ay come from a factory 
wherein chem ists take such materials as are to be discover­ 
ed in the air and the soil and transform them as nature does 
through the agency of plants. 


The recent expedition of the good ship Arcturus and 
the work of the scientists abroad her called attention anew 
to the fact that deep sea fishes have some means of mak­ 
ing light by a cold process. 
Some time the human brain 
will find the key to that secret. 
The study of nature is not 
only fascinating but when men seriously labor to’ find out 
how to do things as nature does them then they make dis­ 
coveries that enable all of us to live on a higher scale. 
Is a n y th in g in nature quite as remarkable as the hu­ 
man brain?
